A HARD WHISKY REGULATION. 

The distillers are disturbed at a recent cir- 
cular sent out by the Secretary of the ‘Treas- 
ury, directing in all eases of bonds for 
goods in warehouses the Colleetor should 
require sureties; to make a schedule under 
oath of all other, of like character, bonds 
upon which their names 2 The dis- 
tillers has are this, claiming that it is un- 
necessarily inquisitorial, and that it is prac- 
tically impossible to fullill. 

They show that asurety going on a bond 
for, say, 500 els of whisky loses control 
of it upon its t in the warehouse, 
where the Government Storekeeper has sole 
charge of it, and the surety cannot tell the 
next day how much he is actually liable for 
without obtaining information from the Col- 
lector. It may have been removed and the 
tax collected, when, of course, he is no 
longer liable te the extent of such removal 
of the goods under Government direction. 
In order to schedule the amount of his lia- 
bility at any time the surety must, therefore, 
Hirst ask the Collector, and then swear to the 
information the latter may give him.

1 undertook to point 
out to the authorities the injustice of the 
proceeding, and submitted to them numerous 
reports and results of investigations both in 
France and in the United States, tending to show 
the extreme futility of microscopic examina- 
tions to protect against existence of trichinw, 
and | further showed by ‘indisputable evidence 
that a single case of trichiniasis from the use of 
American hams had not yet been discovered in 
Switzerland. I, at the same time, bad a private 
examination of the meat that had n seized 
and investigation as to its origin. The result 
was that trichine was found in abundance, but 
there was no proof whatever that the 
hams came from America. On the 
contrary, there was and is very reason for sup- 
posing that the hams were what they were rep- 
resented to be—viz.; "First-class Wesphalian 
hams.“ It is true the seller in his tright and in 
his vain desire to 8 outof the difficulty, pre- 
tended that he had been cheating the public, 
and that these special hams were after ail 
Amertcan ones, pared down and smoked over 
to resemble the Westphalian. There was, how- 
ever, no proof of the truth of this afterthought 
Statement. Besides, in hig invoice advertise- 
ment and letters accompanying the in- 
voice (all in ~ possession) he distinctly 
declared those bams to be Westphalians. 
After my repeated and earnest protests 
the authorities at lust appointed a special com- 
mission to investigate the whole subject of im- 
portation of meats and microscopic examina- 
tion of meats. The result of this investigation 
was the publication of acircular order of the 
Government, which points out the uselesness 
of microscopic investigations of American or 
other meats,;and fully rescinds the objectionable 
regulations of 1878, and does wholly away with 
lice examinations of any kind, thus making 
t possible to import Ameri¢an hams into a city 
and canton where former regulations had well- 
nigh destreyed the market,

horses and Short-Horns that may be for sale. 
The stock could be gotten in splendid eon- 
dition cheaper here than at home, and sales 
under all the advantages here offered would 
be at higher prices than heretofore obtained. 


The Various Orops in Wisconsin.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 21.—The weather 
throughout the Northwest the past week has 
been clear and pleasant, but remarkably cold 
for this season of the year, the thermometer 
registering under 50 degrees for several 
nights the past week. Continued excellent 
progress has been made in securing the win- 
ter wheat crop, and the harvest is practi- 
cally Over in all but the most northerly sec- 
tions.

MERELY SETTLING DIFFERENCES. 

The establishment of several large re- 
fineries at the West, and the competition 
thence arising, particularly of product on 
through freight, through the past year of 
unusual prostration of the export movement, 
likewise told inst the interests of this 
widely-known New York house.

PUGILISTIC. 
SULLIVAN'S CONDITIONS, 
Specta: Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 21.—Mr. William Mad- 
den, the representative of Mr. John L. Sul- 
livan, has sent a letter to the Times in which 
he defines the conditions under which Mr. 
Sullivan will again meet Mr. “Tug” Wilson. 
He says that since the recent contest Wilson 
has sent out a good many bombastic chal- 
lenges, and his backers are trying to make a 
great deal of capital thereby because Sullivan 
failed to knock the champion of England out 
of time in fifteen minutes in soft boxing- 


gloves. He doesn’t think any credit at- 
tached to what istermed “Tug” Wilson’s 
victory, for it was only a sparring 
match, and Sullivan failed to train as he 
(Madden) as him to do. Besides, if 
there had been a timekeeper selected besides 
the referee Sullivan would have won; but 
it was next to impossible for Harry Hill to 
fill both positions atone time, although he 
did the best he could with 
EQUAL JUSTICE TO BOTH PARTIES. 

Madden closes as follows: 

Now in regard to Tug Wilson and his backers’ 
challenge to fight for $2,500 a side in four 
months. I say it is all bosh and unreasonable. I 
will match Sullivan to fight Tug Wilson for $5,000 
a side, and not a cent leas, the battle to take place 
witbin fifty miles of Kansas City within eight 
weeks of signing urticles. If Tug Wilson and 
his backers mean business, all they have to do is 
to post $1,000 as forfeit with Harry Hill. In re- 
ward to Tug Wilson's offer to give the champion 
another ,-trial at sparring four three-minute 
rounds, we are not eager for such a match: but. 
as Tug Wiison’s admirers and the sporting pub- 
lic may think that Sullivan nas said 
that he cannot knock him out of 
time with soft gioves on his hands, 
| will accept the offer, providing that Tug WI I- 
son and his backers will allow Mr. Smith or some 
other res bio man to be the timekeeper, and 
Harry Hill to be referee, as he cannot possibiy 
fill both positions satisfactorily. If Wuüson 
agrees to these terms—and they are only falr—1 
will meet Tug Wilson or his representative at 
Harry Hill's on Monday evening next at 8 
O clock to arrange the match. 

A “COMBINATION snow.“ 

There is a growing impression that the re- 
sult of the coutest between Sullivan and Wil- 
son in the Madison Square Garden last Mon- 
day evening was prearranged. The move- 
ment on foot to arrange another sparring 
match between Sullivan and Wilson at the 
same place within a month is conclusive evi- 
dence that the young Bostonian and the En- 
glish pugilist intend to form a combination 
show. and that there will at no time be an 
actual struggle between them to show which 
is the better man. Harry Hill, who was the 
referee, said today that he would bet $1,000 to 
$100 that the match was a square one. While 
it was not necessary for Mr. Hill to be one 
of the conspirators, it is urged that he was 
probably hoodwinked by the backers of the 
men. 


THE FREIGHT-HANDLERS’ STRIKE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 21.—The outlook for the 
striking freight-handlers today was no more 
reassuring than it was yesterday, and it was 
quite evident that only a heavy and pro- 
longed rushof freight would compel the 
railroads to surrender. There was a slight 
wavering along the lineof the strikers, and 
in a few instances men openly deserted the 
ranks and sought the pieis to obtain work, 
Dut at some places were refused work. The 
men who wanted to go back were a 
discontented lot, and then the strik, 
ers had trouble with them. ‘The men 
who weakened were, it is but fair to say, 
a small part of the whole. body, and few if 
any secured employment. There were reso- 
jute men to be found who declared that they 
never would go back unless they were paid 
20 cents au hour. 

THE ITALIANS AND RUSSIAN JEWS 
who joined the ranks of the strikers, and 
said as long as they received food and money 
they would not go to work, swarmed about 
the piers begging work today. The Italian 
headquarters of the Freight-Handlers’ Union 
were deserted. There was no bread 
cheese, or money for the Italians, and 
they sought food elsewhere. Some of 
the Jews returned to Standard Hall, 
but they were told to leave. A few retused, 
and the proprietor in despair said they could 
stay there and starve, as he would not feed 
them. When asked whether they had gone 
he said: “Oh, 1 don’t know and don’t care. 
1 hope they never will return.“ Thestrikers 
regard the money spent on the Italians and 
Jews as a poor investment, and came to the 
conclusion that they ought not to have tried 
to support them, but rather to have allowed 
them to work. 

THE ITALIAN REFUGEES 
tried in Jersey City for shooting at striking 
freight-handiers who assaulted them were 
acyuitted. Three of their number were fined 
for carrying pistols. 


A CARMAN’S LUCK. 
RECOVERS DAMAGES FROM A TRANS- 
PORTATION COMPANY.

New York, July 21.—The case of Robert 
Johnson, a carman, against the Mercnants’ 
Despatch Transportation Company, was

called for trial in the Eighth Judicial Dis- 


trict Court, Justice Geddy presiding, today. 
The case was an outcome of the freight- 
handlers’ strike. The plaintiff sent one of his 
drivers with a load of freight to the St. 
John’s Park House at 8 a. m. of June 20, and 
the truck was not unloaded till the morning 
of the 22d at 11 o’clock. Ile claimed dam- 
‘ages for two days’ detention at the rate of 
$20 a day for twenty-four hours. Consider- 
able interest was felt in this action, as it 
was brought on behalf of all the boss car- 
men, and was intended to be a test-case. 
The trial was by jury. It wasshown by the 
witnesses for the prosecution that the goods 
were taken to the St. John’s Park freight- 
house to be delivered to the Merchants’ De- 
spatch Transportation Company; that there 
were about 
TWO HUNDRED TRUCKS STANDING IN LINE; 


that the force employed to unload trucks was 
insufficient, and that 820 fore twenty- 
four hours’ work was not unten 
sonable, as $10 was an average <day’s 
earning for a truck not counting 
night work. The defense endeavored 
to have the case dismissed on the ground 
that, if the carman found that he could not 
deliver the load, it was his duty to take it 
back to his employers. ‘The company owed 
no duty to the carman, but to the shipper. 
Justice-Getidy denied this, however, holding 
that the carman took the goods under con- 


tract with the shinges, and was bound to de- 
liver them. In this case the carman was de- 
prived of the right to deliver by the neglect 
of the company to ‘take the load. The 
carman was acommon carrier, although not 
a corporation, and was in duty bound to 
make the delivery. It took the jury only 
three minutes to decide in favor ot the plaint- 
iff for the fullamount claimed. The case 
will be carried to the general term of the 
Common Pleas. The defendant’s counsel 
claim that it is important, because if ulti- 
mately successful it would allow every car- 
man to sue for damages. 


THE GALLOWS, 
HANGING OF JAMES F. WALSH. 

Netw York, July 21.—James F. Walsh, 
the murderer of Barbara Groenthal, was exe- 
cuted in Raymond Street Jail, Brooklyn, 
this morning, in the presence of about 300 
spectators. When the drop fell the knot 
slipped around to the back of Walsh’s neck, 
and he died from strangulation. Barbara 
Groenthal was a young domestic who had 
received some attentions from Walsh. On 
the ist of January, 1881, Walsh. who was fu- 
rious with J ealousy, had the large blade of 
his penknife carefully sharpened, and, after 
ascertaining from some of his companions 
the location of the human heart, visited his 
sweethea when she met him at the 
basement door of the residence where she 
was employed he plunged the knife into her 
heart, After the commission of the crime 
Walsh endeavored to commit suicide b 
jumping into the Gowanus Canal. ;

The Naming of Paris Streets. 
Galignant. 

The other day we poiuted out the general prin- 
ciple on which the streets of Paris were, till 
very recently, named. One of the best exam- 
ples of the system is to be found to the norta of 
the St. Lazare Station—the lines from which run 
under the Place de 'Burope. Around and in 
the vicinity of that piace we find streets named 
after the principal cities of Hurope—to wit: 
the Rues de Londres, St. Petersbourg, Amster- 
dam, Berlin, Turin, Boulogne, Constantinople, 
Milan, ete. The Eastern lway stauon faves 
Boulevard de Strasbourg, and the Rue de Mul- 
bouse runs along one side of it. The fine 1 — 
of the Northern Railway station is on the Place 
Roubaix, and the Rue de Dunguergue is not far 
off. In the neighborhodd of other stations we 
find the Rues Watt and Stephenson—in commem- 
oration of the ee the application of 
steam to locomotion. Rues Cuvier and de 
Jussein are patugaily in the vicinity of the Jar- 
din des Plantes. en we read Avenues Bos- 
guet, Rapp, Labourdonnatis, Place Desaix, etc. 
we of course expect that the Champ de Mars is 
not far off. Round the Arc de Triowphe we are 
not surprised to tind such names as Avenues de 
la Grande Armee, Marceau, Hoche, Kleber, 
Jena, etc. Knowing that the Faubourg St. 
Honoré is the headquarters of Orieanism, we 
find ita matter of course that there should be 
such streets asthe Rues de Berry, Anjou, Pen- 
thievre, Royule, etc., in connection with it. It 
is very natural, also, that in the neighborhood of 
the Chapelle Expiatore we should look for the 
names of Seez, Chauveau-Laygarde, Malesher- 
bes, and other friends and defenders of 
Louis XVI. The n Théatre is surrounded 
by the Kues Corneille, Racine, and Rotron. The 
names of Fenelon, Bossuet, Massillon, and 
other preachers indicate most surely the vicinity 
of a church. 

The Hue Jean-Jacques-Rousseau is so called 
because that famous writer once lived on the 
second floor of the house No. 2 in that street. 
The Rue de la Jussieune, not far off, is a corrup- 
tion of the words Sainte Marie-l’ Egyptienne, 
who had a church iu that street. In the same 
vicinity we find the Rue du Jour, a contracted 
form of Rue du Sejour, the street having first 
been so named because King Charies V. had a 
resideuce in it. The Rue du Roi-de-Sicile owes 
its name to the fact that the Kings of Sicily once 
had a mansion in it. The Rue de I’ Universite 

sses over the site where formerly was to be 
ound the Pre aux Cleres, the rendezvous of 
the university students for their courting, 
drinking, and fighting bouts: hence its 
name. The Rue au Ha, the main thor- 
oughfare on the left bank of the Seine, 
owes its denomination to the ferry-boat, Hac, 
which u to ply opposit to it be: ore the Pont 
Koyal was built. It the quarter where the En- 
lish most con te we und the Rues de Hivoli. 
astigiione, Pyramides, named after battles won 
by Napoleon; the Rue da 2 Juillet, which com- 
memorates the July revolution of 1830, at which 
time it was in course of construction, and the 
Rue 4 Septembré, which perpetuates the date ot 
the birthday of the t Republic and the 
downtall of the Third Empire. it had previous- 
ly borne the Bonapartist appellation of Rue Dix 
Decembré, in remembrance of the great plebis- 
cite which made Napoleon ILL feel secure on 
his throve. Thus street names as weil as writings 
have their destinies.

The London World intimated lately that a 
cause célébre is expected soon to come betore 
the courts, when the unfortunate marriage of 
the heir of a great family will be crushed by a 
proof of bigamy on the part of the person be 
married. e marriage in question is doubt- 
less that of the eldest sou of the Duke of Graf- 
ton, who, in 1871, when Mr. Fitzroy (he was here 
with the Duke of Connaught in 1570), married a 

rson by name Kate Walsh. The affair was 

roughbt to very unpleasant prominence in 1879, 
in consequence of an attorney, one Edward 
Froggatt, being prosecuted for felonigusiy ap- 
propriating money placed in his control as 
trustee of Kate Walsh at the time of her mar- 
raige. On that occasion Mrs. Fitzroy, when 
examined, said that she was a widow at the 
time of ber marrirgé with Mr. Fitzroy, but 
she could not recollect the exact date when 
she was married to her first husband, but be- 
lieved it was in and she believed 
that he was drowned in the London in her 
voyage out to Australia in 1866. Sue denied all 
knowledge of ber husband, Mr. Fitzroy, having 
taken proceedings to annul his marfiage with 
her on the ground that she had a husband living 
at the time it took place. Mrs. Fitzroy admitted 
that proceedings had been taken against her by 
a Mme. Ochse to revover the price of some 
dresses that she had supplied to her; but she 
said that, upon the trial of the same in the 
Westminster County Court, she did not recollect 
going into the witness-box and swearing that 
she was a married woman in order o> detent 
Mme. Ochse's claim. Sue also said that she was 
not aware that, in addition to the plea that she 
was a marriedwoman,there was anotber plea that 
the dresses were supplied to enabie ber to carryon 
an immoral occupation, but this wasthe act of 
ber solicitor, and she knew nothing about it. In 
further cross-examination the witness said that 
she did not remember having sworn when the 
case was beard in the County Court that sue 
had seen her husband, Mr. Smith, alive three 
or four days before. When Frogyatt was 
found guilty he burst into tears, and 
said: “i bave been anxious to screen 
Mr. Fitzroy. Mr. Fitzroy was extremely anx- 
ious to get married to prosecutrix, and he 
promised me a large sum of money if the mar- 
riage were brought about. Unfortunately I did 
not get it. After the transfer of the stock he 
came to me and said he had got his wife’s con- 
sent to the sale of £1,000 worth of the stock for 
his benetit, and that he was entitled under the 
deed to this. 1 and Mears sold out to that 
amount, but we never could obtain the consent 
of the prosecutrix. I did not know wuhat to do, 
and I had to provide money to meet the divi- 
dends. I paid large sums out of the corpus of 
the funds to meet his debts,and when he was 
reconciled to his father and uncle he turned 
against me.

Etonomist. 

The Panama Canai Company has held its first 
annual meeting of shareholders. Ihe operations

impatience to see the digging of the canal com- 
menced, that according to the original plans the 

riod of organization would not terminate be- 

ore the end of 188%. The results attained, he 
said, had only tended to confirm the belief that 
the canal could be opened within six years 
from the commencement of the work 
of excavation. great portion of the 
geoiogical formation through which the canal 
will be made bad been classed as “hard rock.“ 
but more complete surveys have proved that 
much of it consists of sand, common earth, and 
soft rock that may be excavated without boring. 
This discovery will permit the company to elfect 
a considerable saving in the cost of the work. 
Returns of the sanitary condition of the isth- 
mus also show that the death rate among the 
personnel of the company bas not exceeded that 
among large of workmen io Ru- 
rope. During the frst iour months of 1882 the 
average number of persons employed was 
2,060, and the number of deaths trom age. 
accident, or malady averaged six only per month. 
The first cali on the capital subscribed pro- 
duced a sum of about 7 000 francs, of which

FaIRFie.p, Me., July 21.—Four sawmills 
and the machinery of a sash and blind and 
two furniture factories and one duilder's 
factory were burned with all the contents; 
also, five dwelling-houses, Loss over 
$100,000, 

SIX HUNDRED MEN 

are thrown out of employment. The saw- 

mills were not insured. The insurance on 

the other buildings was light. The business 
of the place is crippled, if not entirely 
DESTROYED FOR A YEAR TO COME, 

The fire started on Water street, on the 
bank of the Kennebec River. Nice’s mill, 
Dorne Bros’. mills, Tolman & Sons’ mill, C. 
D. Lawrence & Co’s. sash and blind mill, the 
Maine Manufacturing Company’s mills, and 
York & Co’s. mills, were burned—in fact, all 
the sawmills, shops, dry-houses, stables, and 
everything on that street. 

LOSSES. 

Following are the names of the parties 
burned out and the losses: N. Tolman & 
Sons, block of sawmills, loss $20,000; Dorne 
Bros., sawmills, loss $35,000; S. A. Nice, saw- 
mills, loss $20,000; C. D. Lawrence, 
planing-mills, loss $5,000; Maine Manufact- 
uring Company, novelty works, loss $8,000; 
Fairfield Furniture Company, loss $10,000;

First, there was the ex- 
traordinary abduction and recovery of Mr. 
Melvin Smith’s son; two children left their 
home near St. Lin, and were found, after five 
days’ search, in the woods four miles away, 
exhausted and starved, but alive. 
sensation is the alleged disappearance of a 
young man from Joliette, on the eve of his 
wedding. Joliette isa small town in the 
county of the same name, about three miles 
from Montreal. One Racine, a young and 
well-to-do blacksmith of Joliette, some 
time ago fell in love with a fair young 
Canadian girl, Miss Payette, from Como, 
about three miles from Joliette. His atten- 
tions were reciprocated, and the wedding 
was fixed for last Tuesday morning. As is 
often the custom in the country districts, a 
grand ball was held on the evening preced- 
ing the day of the nuptial ceremonies, at 
which all the neighbors were present. 
Everybody seemed to be enjoying themselves 
thoroughly. Racine paid marked attention 
to his intended, danced with her the greater 
part of the evening, and, about midnight, he 
and some of his friends went outside of the 
house to enjoy a smoke, On returning the 
lovely bride was noticed to be the partner of 
an old flame of hers, and was evidently too 
much fascinated with the mazy waltz to pay 
much attention to her blacksmith lover. 
Whether this fact has anything to do with 
Racine’s disappearance is not known, but, at 
all events, he was not many minutes in the 
room before he again retired outside, and 
since that time no trace has been found of 
him.

Romance of Land—Mow Property in It 
Began—Americau Land Titles. 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, June, 188.—A farmer writes to 
me: “Tell us something about our lands.” 

There is no general history of the land de- 
tached from the physical and political events 
upon its surface. There ought to be such a 
compilation and treatises, particularly in view 
of our reviving foreign immigration, our native 
progression further West, the rising value of 
property and cost of litigation, the appreciating 
wealth of the public domain, the Indian ques- 
tion, and Socialism. 

During the past winter, while making a jour- 
ney in Texas and adjacent parts, my mind fell 
into inquiry upon the right of man to the 
ground, how berun, how derived, how forfeited, 
how circumscribed; the course of different na- 
tions on the subject, the polity of the first occu- 
piers of Europe as weil as of America, and the 
lessons of experience. Engaging other persons 
in this inquiry, they expressed a similar desire 
to read the history of land in America, and to 
account for our own proud and virginal sov- 
ereignty here, within ten years of the 400th an- 
niversary of the discovery of our continent. 

My acquaintance in the United States Senate 
and aecessto the useful library of Congress 
gave me some facilities to glance at the subject, 
and 1 finally put In motion a ransacking of bis- 
tories and reports, particularly State and local 
histories, which should separate the story of the 
soil from the story of politics and society and 
literally make foreground of the former.

Tue effort to establish a grade of wheat 
for universal use in the grain trade is a laud- 
able one; but itis doubtful it it will prove a 
success. The definition that it shall consist 
of “sound, plump grain, perfectly clean,” 
may be regarded as practically impossible. 
A considerable latitude of interpretation for 
such orany rules would be absolutely nec- 
essary, and where that is permitted it 
becomes largely a matter of individu- 
al judgment. The Inspectors here, al- 
trying to do their best to 
preserve @ uniformity in judgment, 
are often obliged to fall back upon the 
weight per measured bushel as the suyest 
test of value. No mention is made of the 
weight test so far as could be ascertained by 
yesterday afternoon’s news from Toledo, 
We note that the rule as adopted did not 
meet with the approval of the Chicago dele- 
gation. They will not recommend the State 
authorities to allow an admixture of-10 per 
eent white and call the whole red.“ There 
is no occasion for this degradation so far as 
Chicago is concerned. 


UNCERTAINTY IN CONTRACTS. 

The perils of commercial legislation are 
fast becoming notorious. The precept that 
the longest way around is the shortest way 
home is a familiar illustration that attempted 
shortcuts from the beaten recognized high- 
way are often productive of grievous de- 
lays. 

Commercial bodies, such, for instance, as 
our Chicago Board of Trade, have taken the 
most elaborate steps to ptovide for the 
prompt adjustment of all business contro- 
versies among its members, thereby avoid- 
ing the delays incidental to ordinary litiga- 
tion so as to let the wheels of trade move on 
with the least possible interruption. In the 
grain tradein this city the transactions, the 
purchases, and sales are numerous, and for 
large amounts of grain. In addition to the 


daily cash transactions which are closed up 


each day there is an immense business done 
in short sales and long purchases which cover 


grain to B at stated prices deliverable at his 
option during the month, neither purchaser 
expecting the property to be delivered, but 
if not delivered before the close of the month 
then settlement is to be made according to 
the price ruling at that close. The differ- 
ence between the selling price and the clos- 
ing price represents the difference due to and 
from the parties, as the closing rate may de- 
termine. During the month of April the 
market closed for wheat at $1.40 per bushel, 
and there had been many sales at lower 
prices and the purchasers demanded the dif- 
ference. The old and general rule and prac- 
tice required the shorts to pay the differ- 
ence. A protest was made that the long 
purchasets had a corner on the market, and 
holding all the wheat the sellers could not 
deliver and therefore should not be held to a 
performance of their contracts. 

The Board of Trade had among its laws a 
rule to meet this emergency. A committee 
was appointed to consider the matter. and, in 
order to avoid litigation between all the par- 
ties, to report how much the persons who had 
sold at $1.40 and had failed to deliver should 
pay for their default. This admirable device 
for expediting business and for quickly dis- 
posing of all controversies concerning the 
sale and delivery of nierchandise between 
1,500 merchants, involving many thousands 


of May, nearly four weeks after the default, 
the committee reported that the contracts 
made at $1.40 per bushel could all be settled 
and satisfied by payment at the rate of $1.31 
per bushel. So the April transactions were, 
by resort to the short-cut and fast-line proc- 
ess, kept nearly four weeks tied up waiting 
an expeditious settlement. 

The wheat transactions in the month of 
June met with a like protest, a like refer- 
ence to a committee, and July 21 there was a 
report that all contracts might be satistied by 
paying $1.33, though the market closed at 
$1.35. 

Laws, institutions, and nations are the 
growth of time. It is now pretty evident, 
from the arbitration of the April corner, that 
the arbitration practice will become the gen- 
eral one, and that the numerous ‘contracts 
made each month between longs and shorts 
are hereafter not to be determined by the 
prices fixed at the time between the parties, 
nor the prices ruling at the close of the mar- 
ket, but by the committee appointed at the 
close of the month. It may lead to a new 
form of contract, when the seller will offer 
wheat at a stated price, plus — cents“ or 
“less — cents the price allowed by the 
Committee of Arbitration.” Something of 
this kind will probably be invented in order 
to restore the old practice of making buyers 
and sellers live up to their contracts. 
Another difficulty likely to grow out of this 
arbitration process to wind up each month’s 
transactions is, that instead of expediting 
business each month’s transactions are likely 
to be wound up waiting from one month to 
another the action of the committee; indeed, 
there is no reason why a committee which 
takes three weeks or four weeks to settle the 
terms on which is to be settled the previous 
month’s business should not take six or 
eight weeks to reach a full and just conclu- 
sion. And thus in time it may come to be 
the case that the business of the Board of 
Trade in Chicago will all be transacted at 
uncertain prices, or at prices subject to 
future revision and correction, and that the 


ing may be left undetermined from month 
to month. 

Thus the foundation for the introduction 
of uncertainty in prices and delay in pay- 
ments is in a fair way for becoming perma- 
nently laid in our grain market. Prices 
hereafter in all cases where.the money is not 


| paid down @re to remain uncertain; the man 


who agrees On the 10th of the month to pay 
$1.30 a bushel for grain when delivered will 
not know what he has really to pay per 
bushel until some thirty, sixty, or ninety 
days thereafter, when some committee shall 
have had time to investigate matters and 
reach aconclusion. In the meantime there 
is a locking up of capital, a tying up of cred- 
it, and parties to the deal who made contracts 
pt clean, square, and direct figures are un-

In the one case the reduction 
was nine cents a bushel, in the other only 
two cents, another indication of the great un- 
certainty which must prevail in settlements 
when the contracts are set aside and an ar- 
bitrary price is established. This might be

THE OHIO DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 
The Ohio Democratic Convention was made 
the occasion of a trial of strength between 
the so-called “‘Mossbacks” and the Young 
Democracy. Senator Pendleton and John G. 
Thompson are tne recognized leaders of the 
former faction, and J. W. Bookwalter, the 
defeated candidate for Governor last year, 
and John R. McLean, of the Cincinnati En-

chosen to regard themselves as endowed 
with perpetual youth and qualified by an 
abundant lack of years and discretion to rally 
persons of tender age about the Demo- 
cratic standards. At the instance of this 
faction of the party Bookwalter was 
nominated for Governor last year. Ile was 
ignowiniously defeated, as everybody knows, 
and the old party leaders were held responsi- 
ble for his poor success. The object of Mc- 
Lean’s pilgrimage to the State Conveution 
was to punish there some leaders, Pendleton 
among the number, for their inaction and 
apathy in the Book walter campaign. 

The punishment did not take place accord- 
ing to the program ofthe Enquirer. Pendie- 
ton was not snubbed or humiliated. On the 
contrary he was made permanent Chairman 
of the convention, and was greeted with 
boisterous and unprovoked applause when- 
ever he spoke. Thompson was not degraded ; 
and, though he failed to be elected a mem- 
ber of the State Central Committee from his 
own district, he was chosen from the State- 
at-large, and was made Chairman of the 
Executive Committee by his colleagues, 

The platform of the convention was thor- 
oughly Pendletonesque in its composition. 
Gentleman George is a master of the art 
of putting things so that they may be misun- 
derstood in a variety of ways. Since his 
gigantic straddle in the National Democratic 
Convention of 1868 there are no two doctrines 
so diverse that he does not feel competent to 
harness them to the same political chariot. 
We accordingly find his convention making 
this valuable and perspicuous deliverance 
concerning the tariff: ' 


Resolved, That we favor a tariff levied to meet 
the actual needs of the Government, and 80 ad- 
justea in its details with a view to equality in 
the public burdens as to encourage productive 
industries and afford labor a just compensation 
without creating monopolies. 


The resolution, of course, is meaningless, 
and was intended to beso. Such is Gen- 
tleman George's idea of statesmanship. 
Equally plain and sincere is the resolution 
relating to the currency: 


Resolved, That stability in the value of money 
is a primary requisit to industrial and commer- 
cial prosperity. This can only 


the isauo and regu per mouey 
tablished principies which will prevent fluctua- 
tion in the value of the currency. 


Was it this “stability in the value of 
money” that Mr. Pendleton advocated in 
1867 and 1868, when he urged the payment of 
the bonds in greenbacks? He did not seem 
then to be specially anxious to prevent 
fluctuations ii. the value of currency,’ or to 
have any established principles.“ The 
resolutions in opposition to monopolies and 
sumptuary legislation were merely pro 
forma, and meant nothing, The latter was 
not as high a bid for the disaffected German 
vote as was expected, and Pendleton in his 
speech at the ratification meeting spoiled its 
intended effect by saying: The party has 
planted itself right upon the question that 
today agitates the people of Ohio—I mean 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors—and it has 
declared, while it is in favor of its taxation 
and its regulation, that it is in favor also of 
maintaining the old standard of the Demo- 
cratic party of opposition to all laws that are 
merely sumptuary and meddlesome with our 
neighbors.” Taxation and regulation are to 
the mind of the Ohio saloonkeepers merely 
forms of sumptuary legislation. They will 
not thank Mr. Pendleton for this deliver- 
ance. : f 

The dissensions in the ranks of the Demo- 
crats of Ohio must redound greatly to the 
advantage of the Republicans. The Yougg 
Democrats had their inning last year, and 
they were defeated through the apathy or 
treachery of the “‘mossbacks.”’ The moss- 
backs“ have carried everything before them 
in the convention this year; and now is the 
golden opportunity of the youngsters to 
have their revenge. Whether Cassio kills 
Roderigo, or Roderigo kills Cassio, either 
way makes the gain of the Republicans. It 
would not be strange if the Democratic dis- 
affection this year should more than make 
good the Republican losses on account of 
the coercive teetotal folly of the party at Co- 
lumbus last winter.

ENGLISH METHODS OF CIVILIZATION.

Sometimes 
they civilize up to a ceftain point, and then 
leave the people a prey to their neighbors, 
asin the case of Zululand. Sometimes they 


‘send men-of-war and bombard civilization 


into luckless islands, and then send mission- 
aries who introduce measles and small-pox 
and other diseases not bélonging to them, and 
sweep the natives off by hundreds upon hun- 
dreds, as in the case of the Fiji Islauds. 
But the most unique process they have yet 
displayed is in New Zealand, which, 
prior to their coming, was one of 
the richest, most présperous, and most 
delightful countries in the worid, with 
a fertile soil and) varied products, 
lovely landscapes, delicious fruits, melodious 
birds, and where “every prospect pleased.” 
In New Zealand they did not attempt civil- 
izing by changing the habits of the people, 


but by changing the habits of Nature—in 


other words, they sought to ingraft the char- 
acteristics of English physical nature upon 
that of New Zealand, and it has turned out 


very much as an attempt to gather figs from 


thistles might. The old classical proverb, 
Even if you do expel Nature with a fork, 
she is sure to find her way back,” was never 
truer than in its application to English meth- 
ods of civilization in New Zealand, which 
seem to have been an attempt to reproduce 
England in that unfortunate country. 

The motive may have been a praiseworthy 
one, for it was patriotic, though why an Eu- 
glishman who is reaily patriotic should ever 
so to New Zealand does not appear, but the 
result was unfortunate. The colonists com- 
menced with the rabbit. They had rabbits 
in England, why not in New Zealand ?—se a 
pair of rabbits were let loose into the bush. 
As the rabbit commences to breed at 6 
months of age and can breed six litters a 
year, and as the first pair were let loose some 
years ago. it does not sequire much figuring 


to compute the results of that original pair. | 


New Zealand swarms with .rabbits, and they 
destroy everything that grows. Where one 
is killed a hundred come to the funeral. 
Ferrets were introduced to kill off the rab- 
bits. Ferrets also are good breeders, and if 
they would confine themselves to rabbits 
they might keep them down, but unfortu- 
nately they prefer poultry to rabbits, and are 
keeping the poultry-coops down. Another 
patriotic Englishman introduced the spar- 
row, and as they breed all the time 
without shame, having no stated fami- 
ly periods, resting from multiplication 
only long enough to eat and fight, it was 
only a few days before the island was full of 
them. It does not need any argument on 
our part to convince even the most prej- 
udiced reader that the sparrow is the 
champion pest of the universe, busi- 
est, smartest, noislest, nastiest, most 
villainous nuisance in all nature. The 
man who introduced them into this 
country would probably not care to arouse 
the fury ot an indignant nation by discover- 
ing himself, but if they are a pest in this vast 
country what must they be in New Zealand ? 
The island was full of them in a few days. 
They drove out all the beautiful native 
birds. They consumed all the bugs and in- 
sects, and at last accounts had commenced 
on the vines and fruittrees. Of course they 
will finish these soon, as every day adds 
thousands to their numbers, and then they 
will commence on the domestic animals, aft- 
er which it will only be a question of time 
how soon the colonists will disappear and 
these pests will have the island to them- 
selves. 

This was not all. There was a Scotchman 
who was patrictic also, and he wanted a 
thistle to remind him of his home, 80 he 
planted one, and from this plant thistles 
sprang up all over New Zealand. If any- 
thing can beat a rabbit in reproduction, it is a 
sparrow; if anything can beat a sparrow, it 
is a thistle; if anything can beat a thistle, it 
has not yet been discovered. Donkeys can 
eat it, but New Zealand is not a land of don- 
keys. Miles of fertile areas are covered with 
it, and the rabbit, the sparrow and the thistle 
have joined hands to devour and lay waste, 
and every day the poor New Zealander sees 
them running riot and himself growing poor- 
er and rapidly reaching that pass where he 
might as well take the location on London 
bridge to which Macaulay assigned him as 
remain in the land which was a paradise be- 
fore England began to civilize it with its 
threefold agencies of destruction and ruin. 


THE WEDDING OF THE OCEANS. 
The Home Journal has an account of a 
unique entertainment in New York. Mr. 
John W. Hamersley conceived the brilliant 
idea of celebrating the wedding of the Pacific 
and the Atiantic. The happy thought oc- 


curred to him at Los Angeles, and he

The Prairies, 
in the person of Fred de Peyster, strenuous- 
ly protested. The Cetacea of the Pacific also 
forbade the banns. But Neptune gave his 
decision in a long poem, after which every- 
body felt too weak to protest further. There 
was much other poetry, all the guests who 
had the gift and some who had not being 
pressed into service. Julia Ward Howe’s 
Battle Cry“ and Joaquin Miller's“ William 
Brown” were perhaps the most noteworthy 
pieces, but others were better relished at the 
time because of their Attic salt. The nup- 
tials were at last celebrated, and the company 
broke up at 3 in the morning. ‘ 

The courage of the host who conceived 
and carried out this idea cannot be too much 
admired. Itis not muchto be original in 
such things, but it is a great deal to be brave 
enough to exhibit one’s originality in public. 
Any departure from the dull routine of social 
entertainments—the heavy receptions and 
silly Germans, the crush balis and slim teas, 
the swell and uncompanionable dinners, and 
the stiff breakfasts—must be welcomed by 
persons of sense. Perhaps Mr. Hamersley’s 
entertainment fell on the other side of wis- 
dom; but it was at least an honest effort to 
do something different from what the world 
has been doing for the last 2,000 years.

THE bicycle-riders of Chicago, whose num- 
ber is daily increasing, are by no means 
satistied with the action of the authori- 
ties of the Chicago parks in refusing to allow 
them admission witb their steeds to these pieas- 
ure resorts, and there bas been talk one time 
and avuother of testing the legality of the pro- 
bibitory ordinances.

parks, have the right to pass ordinances probib- 
iting the use of bicycles within their jurisdic- 
tion. The bicyclists, then, must find their rem- 


edy, not through the courts, but by increasing 
their numbers to such an extent as to bring a 


powerful influence to bear upon the lawmaxers 
of the parks.

MUNICIPAL taxation is something which 
everybody in the country understands, even if 
they cannot justify all the purposes for which 
it is resorted to, or the means of collecting the 
money. In France the modes and purposes of 
local taxation are of long standing, but a change 


is proposed which amounts to something almost 


revolutionary. The New York Evening Post 
explains the matter, and from the history of the 
French scheme the American suiterers from 
municipal taxation may learn what troubles 
have taken place everywhere upon the same 
general subject. It seems that as long ago as 
1818 there was a law enacted by which persons 
who pay the highest taxes in a commune may 
insist upon being associated with the municipal 
council whenever an extraordinary tax is to be 
levied or debt created, This was done as a sort 
of check on any abuse of the taxing or borrow- 
ing power of the commune. The Minister of 
the Interior of France has recentiy threatened 
to repeal this restriction of extravagance in local 
expenditure. It is not believed that the law of 
1818 has been very serviceable, but it is regarded 
as a check on expenditare, and its repeal is de- 
manded, just asin this country the limitations 
on the amount of debt and on the rate of local 
taxation are regarded as unjust restraints upon 
the public liberality. The present French sys- 
tem of local taxation for municipal purposes is 
thus explained by the Post: 

The chief source of revenue in those com- 
munes which do vot enjoy the right of levying 
octroi duties hes in the centimes additionnels, 
which are levied weary oy eg the ratable value 
of property assessed for four direct taxes, 
and the rate of these additional taxes is fixed by 
the General Council of the department, Thus 
the State authorizes the communes to impose 
for their ordinary expenditure a maximum rate 
of five centimes on the assessment for the land 
and personal taxes, which are in addition to the 
regular taxes on that class of 8 and in 
addition eight centimes on lioens es., ajthough the 
needs of the commune cause these rates to vary. 
If the revenue from these sources is not su- 
cient the State will grant additional centimes on 
the four direct taxes, and such are the demands 
of the communes that in some instances they 
threaten to absorb the whole proceeds of the rev- 
enue from these direct taxes, leaving nothing 
for the State. In the commune centimes 
amounted to 101,000,000 francs: in 1874, 131,000,000, 
and in 188 they had reached the sum of 157,000,- 
000, and almost the whole of this increase has 
been in the centimes additionnels. In 1880 there 
were 5,540 communes which paid tess than 15 of 
these centimes, but in 1881 the uumber had 
fallen to 5,108. On the other band the number 
of communes or the second class which pay 
from 15 to 8) centimes, increased in same 

od from 8,233 to 8,391; those of 31 to 50 cen- 
imes, from 9,774 to 9. 707; those of 51 to 100 cen- 
times, from 9,413 to 9,548, and finally, those 
which impose onthe taxpayers more than 100 
centimes have increased from 3,004 to 3,248. It 
will be seen that the tendency of each class is to 
increase in number, and such increase is gen- 
erally at the expense of the class below it. The 
total revenues of the communes amounted in 
1881 to 496,900,785 francs—$#7,498,177. 


At the recent meeting of the American 
Philological Association Prof. March took up the 
disputed point of “first two” or “two trst,’’ 
showing that where the word “first” was de- 
scriptive it was naturally placed nearer its noun 
than the definitive. First need not necessarily 
mean only one, but may have an indefinit de- 
scriptive force. “The two first” certainly 
seems to be an idiomatic English expression. 
The Professor showed this by citations from a 
long list of authors who used “two first” or an 
equivalent expression: 

Addison speaks of the “forty last "es 
Fielding, of the two last nights"; Milton, of 
the two last years. This order occurs also in 
Irving, Goldsmith, — Mrs. Austen, Rich- 
ardson, Trollope, Thomas Hughes, and other 
Lovelists. In such poets as Milton, By n, 
Cowper, and others; aiso in Macaulay, Hume, 
Motley. Prescott, Froude, Edw Everett, Car- 
lyle, Herbert Spencer, Dugald wart, Whate- 
ly, Blairs Rhetoric,” Butier’s “ Analogy,” and 
even in the works of mathematicians—e. g.: 
Day’s “ Algebra” and Davis“ ndre.” The 
same form is observed in the works of philolo- 
gists, in Trench, Max Miller, Whitney, Bilis, 
etc. Preachers often give out hymns of which 
the “two first” verses are to be sung. This is 
so common that a purist in oneof the logical 
seminaries used always to correct those his 
students who made use of that form, saying: 
Can there be more than one rst?“ and he de- 
clined to take “ Yes” for an answer. The cor- 
rected student migbt, however, have defended 
himself by quoting from Watts himself, for the

PROCLAMATION BY ARABI. 

On the evacuation of Alexandria Arabi 
Pasha issued the following proclamation: 

Muvirs: At the Khedive’s instigation the En- 
giish killed with sword and shot in revenge the 
Egyptians who were ieft to guard the City of 
Alexandria. The Kbedive remains at night 
with his women afloat among tho English and 
returns to the shore in the daytime to order a 
continuance of the slaughter, therefore I issue 
my order to continue raising soldiers, 

A seeond proclamation of Arabi Pasha 


says: 

The Khedive has imprisoned his Ministers at 
Alexandria in order that they may be instru- 
ments in Euglien bands, The telegrams dis- 
putcbed by Ragheb Pasha authorizing the cessa- 
tion of military preparations were fercibly ex- 
torted from him, and are therefor invaiid. An 
irreconcilable war existe between us and the 
English. 

LETTERS FROM THE INTERIOR 
confirm the reports of the massacres at Cairo 
and Damietta. At Caliul a family was taken 
from a railway train and put under the 
wheels. All the employés of the Cadiztral 
survey at Tantah have been killed, including 
two English engineers named Crowther and 
Macalan. A Sheik and the Governor tried 
to save them, but were unable. 


IN ZAGAZIG.

REFUGEES FroM CAIRO, TANTAH, 
and other towns in the interior. They bring 
alarming reports of the doings of the natives 
at Tantah. Many Europeans were brutally 
murdered by them. One respectable man 
DESCRIBES A SCENE 
in which he saw a Softa sitting on the ground 
cutting the throat of a European, while 
others were holding the victim’s head and 
knees. The European population at Port 
Sald are badly armed and unaccustomed to 
the use of firearms. The town is swarming 
with women and children. 
IN THE EVENT OF AN ATTACK 
by the Arabs or Bedouins the loss of life 
would be fearful, for, although the guns of 
the English fleet comtnand the peninsula, 
the European populahoh ashore numbers 
10,000 or 12,000, including refugees. Hun- 
dreds would be killed by the guns or mas- 
sacred by the Arabs, Many are leaving by 
every steamer, but others arrive from the in- 
terior. Thus there is 
NO VISIBLE DECREASE 
inthe umber. Another cause of anxiety is 
the insecurity of the Suez Canal. Although 
inen-of-war are at elther end, there are mone 
along the ninety-nine miles of canal. The 
officers, crew, and passengers of the Penin- 
susar and Oriental steamers are armed. Up 
to this time no vessels have been stopped, 
but at any moment the canal could be 
blocked. Some of the steamers in transitu 
are unarmed, and might be easily pillaged 


| by the Bedouins from either side of the canal 


and the crews murdered. 
ATTITUDE OF ENALAND. 

To the Western Associared Press, 

Lonpon, July 21.—A long dispateh from 
Lord Granville to Earl Dufferin, the English 
Ambassador at Constantinople, dated July 
II, is published. After justifying the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria, the dispatch stated 
that her Majesty’s Government now sees no 
alternative but a recourse to force to put an 
end to the intolerable state of affairs in 
Egypt. It would be most in accordance with 
the principles of international law that the 
force should be that of the sovereign power. 
If this is impracticable, on account of the 
unwillingness of the Sultan to act, it will be- 
come necessary to devise other measures. 
Her Majesty's Government continues to 
hold the view that any intervention 
should represent the united action and 
the authority of Europe. They have in 
fact no interests or objects ih regard 
io, Egypt inconsistent with those of the rest 
of Europe or of the Egyptian people, Their 
desire is that the navigation of the Suez Ca- 
nal shali be unrestricted; that Egypt shall 
be welt and quietly governed, and free from 
the predominating influence of any single 
Power; that international engagements shall 
be observed, and those British commercial 
and industrial interests, which have been so 
largely developed in Egypt, shall receive 
due protection from outrage, 1 principle 
which is essential for our interests im all 
parts of the world. The Gevernment’s policy 
has been consistent; they have loyally kept 
their engagements with France, and been 
anxious that other powers be informed and 
consulted on all matters materially affecting 
the position of Egypt, The action which their 
Admiral has been compelled to resort to has 
not altered their views. 

NO CHANCE FOR DELAY. 

It will not be surprising if Arabi Pasha’s 
measures in regard to the water supply of 
Alexandria should lead to the immediate ad- 
vance of the British troops. Maj.-Gen. Ali- 
son has telegraphed home for instructions. 

An Arab spy states that the damming of 
the Mahmoudieh Canal has flooded the 
country. The water in places is knee deep, 
making the ground too soft for the move- 
ment of guns. 

THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE, - 
Commander-in-Chief of the forces, and Gen.

GREAT BRITAIN, 
COMPLAINTS OF THE IRISH. 
Cable. 

Lonpon, July 21.—The proposed scheme 
of emigration by the Governinent in connec- 
tion with the Arrears bill today, is likely to 
provoke resistance on the part of the Irish 
members. It gives power to the Board of 
Guardians to borrow money at 8 per cent, 
repayable in fifteen or thirty years, for the 
purpose of enabling persons to emigrate who 
are willing to leave Ireland. No limit is 
placed on the amount that may be borrowed. 
Authority is given to the Lord-Lieutenant 
to make rules for the guidance of the 
Board of Guardians as to the conditions 
under which emigrants may be sent away, in 
order that the poor may not be cast without 
resources 

ON THE AMERICAN SHORES. 
These rules are regarded by the Irish mem- 
bers as illusory, and are certain to be evaded 
by guardians anxious to avoid taxation for 
the support of the poor. The scheme will 
result in thousands of helpless people being 
conveyed to American shores to sink into 
poverty and to become a charge on the Amer- 
ican public. The Lrish members are bitterly 
attacking the proposition. They say if the 
Government wishes to inaugurate emigra- 
tion it should do it on a much larger scale, 
so as to place the emigrants on land, as pro- 
posed by the Canadian Parliament. 
MR. TREVELYAN 

drew an appalling picture of the present 
condition of the poor in the crowded dis- 
tricts in the West of Ireland, as stated in the 
official reports. He showed that the taxa- 
tion for next year for the support of the poor 
amounted to 19 shillings in the pound in-the 
Belmullet district and 12 shillings in the 
Clifden Union, thus threatening to reduce 
the whole population to beggary. It is 
stated that there are 800 homeless families in 
Clifden at present, although 1,300 have lately 
deen emigrated by the charity of Luke's 
Committee. The poverty of the people 18 so 
great that they have already sold or pawned 
the most necessary articles of furniture.

Is Champagne Unfairly Dear? 
London Suturday Review. 

There is no doubt that champagne is very 
dear; the only point requiring consideration is 
whether it is unfairly dear. Price (except in 
Irish land) is understood to be determin by 
cost of production, by competition in the epen 
market, by supply and demand, by relative mer- 
it. Now, everything from this point of view is 
in favor of the champagnemakers. No one 
who has given theslightest attention to the sub- 
ject is unaware that the production of cham- 
pagne, frum the first day that the vine culture 

gins to the last, when the case goes on ship- 
board, is extraordinarily costly. In no other 
kind ot wine-growing is half the care and labor 
spent on the vines. expense of making is 
a mere trifle in the very costiiest claret or bur- 
gundy compared with that in the case of cham- 
pagne; the loss by breakage (a practicaliy 
non-existent item in other wines) is enor- 
mous. But there is much more than this. 
Champagne is, to speak roundly, never the 
produce of a single vineyard. The quantities of 
different grapes and different districts for a sin- 
gle cuvée are the results literally of centuries of 
experiments, and the 14 are the sécrets 
of the producer. Again, though the pbyiloxera 
has spared champagne, the vintages have, with 
few exceptions, been bad for years ee and at 
the same time the distress of other districts 
through the phylloxera itself has, of course, 
been the fair comme advantage of the prov- 
ince. Lastly, it must be remembered that the 
demand, though it has not, as popular fiction has 
it, yet beaten, the 1715 is constantly increas- 
ing. In hardiy any of the smaller social matters 
is the difference between the England of the 
present day and the England of thirty years ago 
more marked than in the case of the drinking of 
champagne. Now, the finest wine of the prov- 
ince—the wine which tlavors and constitutes the 
great cuvées—is almost a constant quantity and 
does not admit of multiplication, The inference, 
as far as the price af these cuvées goes, is un- 
avoidable. ! 

Last of all, there is no doubt whatever that 
the relative price of champagne to that of other 
sparkling wines does not uvfairly represcat its 
comparative merits. To begin wich, all other 
sparkling wines are comparative vovelties, and 
therg is nothing that so depends on old practice 
and traditional skill as the making of good wipe. 
Sparkling wines are now to be Obtained at 
every conceivable price, from a guinea a dozen 
or thereabouts upward. There is the enormous 
ee op of the Loire district, which secms to 

> greedily enough consumed by those who fike 
it, and ayainst which there is nothing to be said 
as fur as wholesomeness goes. But in respect of 
Uu vor. no one who knows what wine is would 
dream of comparing even the best Saumur or 
Vouvray witn moderate champagne. There is 
sparkling burgundy (white, not red: for red 
sparkling wines, * —— us an occasional curios- 
ity, are rather a mistake) is the nearest approach 
to chaw But nearly all sparkling bur- 
guody, and still more that excellent southern 
growth, St. Péray, hes the defect of being 
too strong. Wine that sparkies ‘is intended to 
be drunk, not sipped, and considerable caution 
is required in drinking sparkling burgundy, 
which, however, let it be repeated, is the) best 
substitute, at three-fourths of the price, for 
champague. Sparzimę Rhine and Moselle wines 
everybody knows. At their very ¥ ure 
good, but they are not cheap; you may it 
you take a little care, afar better cham pus 
for less money. the peculiar wery 
flavor which is the charm of hock and mosehle 
almost invariably becomes pommadish in char- 
ucter in the process of manufacture into vin 
mousseur. The remarkable freshness and clean- 
ness of taste which are the chicf charms of 
champagne are absent. As for miscellaneous

On the Land Question in Scotland. 
Brooklyn Eagle. 
Eprnpure, June 28.—One of the most remark- 
able men of the present time is unquestionably 
John Stuart Blackie, Professor of Greek in the 


University of Edinburg. . . . I lost no time 


in adverting to the object of my call, and point- 
blank asked the sage if be thought the condition 
of the Highland peasant was as bad as repre- 
sented, 

“Yes,” he replied, worse. even. The cotter 
of the North has been crushed down by Darbar- 
ous land jaws for more than a century anda 
half, and their present state calls loudly tor 
amelioration. But I’m no statesman, no business- 
man, and know not hing about carrying remedial 
measures into effect. I am just a scholar, nothing 
more, and content myself with describing things 
as they are. Englishmen, by leasing moors in 
the Highlands, have swept away the grand old 
romantic Highlander, and that glorious country 
wili soon become an utter desolation. Men, 
formed in the image of God, have bad to give 
way before the beasts of the field. All that was 
good and noble in the North has been sacrificed 
by mereenary landiords for the Englishman's 
gold. The villages needed thinning, but the 
landlords have gone too far. The residuum now 
left are dependent, and their means of life are 
greatly circumscribed. But American compe- 
tition is bringing about a change; formerly 
small farms didn’t pay, but now they are doing 
better.“ 

Does American competition not tend to lower 
prices?” 

“ Yes; hence the large farmer who has only 
beef or butter to sell suffers; while the small 
cultivator who can raise poultry, vegetables, 
etc., is not exposed to the same competition, as 
these articles cannot be brought across the At- 


lantic.”’

Bad. bad. All right when there is a good 
landowner—Dake of Sutherland, for instance; 
but his successor might be bad, and with over a 
million of acres of iand in his ion he 
could afford to be an oppressor of the poor. Our 
great aristocratic land monopolies should be

Have you seen a work on the land question 
by Henry George, an American economist?” 

“ Yes, and I admire it very much. My atten- 
tion was called to it by Dr. Hodson, Professor of 
Political Economy in Edinburg University, and 
I think the author’s views are thoroughly sound. 
We want the land more into hands of the 
middle ciasses, for now a landowner bas only to 
lift his little f and multitudes may be swept 
away to Canada. Austratia, or America. e 
have too many Dukes and Lords in this country, 
and the Government should step in and sve that 
a balance ig maintaincd between the different 
classes and things keptasortofeven. In the 
r there is no middle class; you have 
only got the landlord or English sportsman and 


the humble peasant, anda middie class is much 


needed. The law should help the weak against 
the strong and build up a powerful and inde- 


pendent body politic.

” re have been many complaints as to 
evictions; how do they affect the country?”

I was say to 
my friend, Frederick Rackeman, that Chopin’s 
music made me think of Tagiioni’s dancing, to 
which he replied,to my pres’ surprise, that 
Chopin had said that he had more than once re- 
ceived his inspiration from Taglioni’s dancing. 
. . + HElisier bas great dramatic power. Her 
Tarentelle and Wylie are really finely trag- 
ical in parts; but then she had a tirst-rate head 
as wellas foot training. She is a wonderful 
artist, but there is someth unutterably sad 
to me in the contemplation of such a career. 
The biending in most unnatural union of the 
elements of degredation and moral misery with 
such exquisit perceptions of beauty, grace, and 
refinement produces the impression of a sort of 
monustrosity,a deformity of the whole bigher 
nature, which fills one witb poignant compassion 
and regret.

MRS. GROTE. 


One of the greatest admirers of Fanny Hllsler 
was the clever and eccentric Mrs. Grote. She 
took the dancer under her wing and tried bard, 
as she put it, “to make an hopest woman of 
her.” Society, however, did not take very kind- 
ly to Mrs. Grote’s scheme, though people were 
willing enough to meet Fanny at her house. 
When the famous dancer came to America she 
(Mrs. Grote) undertook, most generously, the 
care of her child, a lovely little girl about 6 

ears old. All I said to her,“ said this strange, 

ind-hearted woman to Mrs. Butler, was: 
„Well, Fanny, send the brat to me; 1 don't 
ask you whose child it is, and I don't care, so 
long as it isn't that fool D’Orsay’s, and I'll take 
the best care of it.“ And she did take the 
kindest care of it during the entire period of 
Mile. Elisier’s absence from Europe. 

Mrs. Grote’s dress was as singular as her man- 
ner. When walking around ber own grounds at 
Burnham Beeches she usually wore a coacb- 
man's coat of many capes, a high hat. and car- 
ried a stick. One day Mrs. Butler and two or 
three musicians were sitting out under the trees 
at Burnham's Beeches discussing Gluck's music. 
An air from “ Iphigenia” being mentioned, says 
Mrs. Butler, Mrs. Grote shouted for her man 
servant, to whom, on his ap rance, she gave 
orders to bring her a chair and footstool and the 
big fiddie (the violonceifo) out of the hall, and 
taking it forthwith between her knees, proceed- 
ed to play, with excellent taste and expression, 
some of Gluck’s noble music upon the sonorous 
instrument, with which St. lia is the only 
female I ever saw on terms of such familiar 
intimacy.” Mrs. Grote’s taste in 
dress was remarkable. We have 
described her  out-of-door garb. hat 
might be called severe in its simplicity. Her in- 
door costumes were more frivolous. “ The first 
time I ever saw her,“ writes Mrs. Butler, she 
was dressed ina bright brimstone-coiored silk 
gown, made so short as to show her feet and 
ankles, baving on her beada white satin hat, 
with a forest of white feathers, and I remember 
her standing her feet wide apart and her 
arms akimb oe this costume, before me, and 
challenging me upon some political question, by 
which and ber appearance I was much aston- 
ished and a little frightened.

and Mrs. Grote was forestalied, Mrs. Butler tells 
us, by Mrs. Chorley, the meekest and gentiest of 
human beings, who one evening at a part 
her son's house idto him, pointin 
Grote, who was dressed in white. 
dear, who is the gentiemanin the white muslin 
gown?” With ali her peculiarities Mrs. Grote 
had great powers of attraction, and there was 
no house in London where people liked better to 
visit. Liszt, Mme. Viardot, Lessauer, Thaiberg, 
Jenny Lind, and Mendelssoon were among those 
to be found most frequently in her drawing- 
rooms. For Jenny Lind Mrs. Grote bad a pas- 
sionate enthusiasm which almost amounted to 
idoiatry. Indeed, she so engrossed the attention 
of the Swedish songstress that socially she could 
hardly be approached but through her.

Thurlow Weed Keplies to Neal Dow's 
Criticisms. 


To the Editor of the Tribune: Assuming the 
truth of a paragraph read to me from a New 
York journal some weeks since, announcing the 
retirement of Mr. Neal Dow as a temperance 
lecturer, I referred to what I supposed 
to be a fact. In a letter to the Trib- 
une Mr. Dow not only contradicts this 
statement, but affirms that he is still de- 
voted to his prohibition iabors, and is 
cheered on by the knowledge that prohibition 
has not only entirely suppressed the liquor- 
traffic in Maine, but is making rapid progress in 
many other States. Nor is this all. Mr. Dow 
adds ina buoyant spirit that prohibition laws 
are redeeming England.

If this giowing picture is not too high- 
ly colored—if prohibition is really doing its work 
so triumphantiy—there is abundant reason for 
general rejoicing. If Mr. Dow's statéments are 


to be relied on, I confess to all the ignorance in 
relation to temperance imputed to me by that 
gentieman. 

Without questioning Mr. Dow’s averment that 

rohibitory laws have stopped liquor-seiling in 

aine, I will content myself with say that no 
such advantages have been ned by pro- 
hibitory methods in this State. wili also vent- 
ure a prediction that the constitutional move- 
ments in Kansas and lowa will lead to di«sen-

led upon for enactments carrying the 

constitutional amendments into effect. The

A REMARKABLE VOYAGE. 


Two Years’ Solitary Sailing Among the 
Malay Islands. 
San Francisco Chronicle, July 15. 

The little schooner Pearl, Capt. C. B. Kus- 
tell, whose arrival was noted in yesterday's 
Chronicle, attracted considerabie attention 
yesterday as she lay at her moorings at Har- 
rison street wharf. Her weather-worn appear- 
ance, bleached sails, her queer black rigging of 
twisted grass, with her crew of Malays, excited 
the curiosity of almost every passing pedestrian. 
The voyage of this little craft, which, in size, 
resembies one of the small coasters or pleasure- 
yachts in the bay,‘s one of the most remark- 
able on record. The Pearl sailed from this 
port on April 23, 1880, on a tracing expedi- 
tion to the Marshall Islands, which are ait- 
vated in the South Pacific about 7,000 
miles southwest of San Francisco. When 
the Peari left this port her crew consisted of 
one man besides the Captain. A safe voyage 
was made to the Gilbert group of islands, and 
here the white sailor left the schooner, and 
Capt. Kustell was obii to substitute a native. 
It became necessary for Kustell to learn the 
language of the Gilbert Islanders. 

Atter cruising in anc about the Navigator ISI- 
ands some months the Peari made her way to 
the Caroline archipelago, where some trading 
was done with the natives for pearis und peari- 
shelis. Then, steering northwestwardly towards 
the coast of China, the Pearl touched at the 
Pellew Islands and finally reached the Island of 
Sangri, about midway between the Philippine 
and Maiacca groups. There Capt. Kustell made 
a station or base of supplies, while he traded 
along the coast of New Guinea, Celebes, and 
Borneo. He spent about one year trading 
trinkets, cloth, and other merchandise for gold, 
spices, pearis, shelis, tortoise-shells, etc. He 
says that be was frequently obliged to change 
his crew, as he would leave one group of islands 
to saileisewhere. As the inhabitants of the dif- 
ferant groups of islands had separate and dis- 
tinct languages, he was compelled to learn 
u new tongue with each successive new crew. 
He speaks four different insular languages. 
While trading along tne coast of sSorneo tor 
rubber, the Pearl narrowly eseaped capture b 
three pirate boats, which gave chase throug 
the Sovlop group of islands. Had the Peari 
been overtaken Capt. Kustell would have met a 
spordy death, as the Malays take no prisoners. 

hile lying at anchor among the Tawi Islands 
the schooner was overhaiMed by a8 
of- war, the Captain of which notified Capt. K us- 
tell that tne Celebes Sea was swarming with 
Malay pirates, and wondered at the escape of 
the little American vessel. 

After a sojourn of nearly a year and a half in 
the East India Islands, two years from the time 
he set sail from San Francisco, Capt. Kustell 
turned the prow of his little vessel eastward on 
his lonely return voyage of nearly 10,000 miles. 
He — a crew of four Malay Islanders, 
stop at Calvert Island and took a cargo of 
dried cocoa nuts or copra as ballast, and, after 
a voyage of 110 days from the Celebes, salied 
safely into the Golden Gate. Capt. Kustell relates 
some strange stories of the i ds. The most 
remarkable one is relative to the Marshall 
Islands. These are situated between 3 d 
and 12 degrees north latitude, and 164 degrees 
and 173 degrees east longitude. They area low 
group of coral islets, destitute of all trees except 
bread-fruit. Yet the natives have targe canoes 
thirty or forty teet inzlengtn made of California 
redwood. Capt. Kusteil says he saw redwood 
logs drifted on the shores, and in one place rail- 
road ties, one of them with the brand of I. E.

The Naval War of 1812. 

Had it not been for the brave deeds of our 
littie navy in 1812 there would have been 
small need of asking the question in 1861 
whe the United States was a Nation or 
not. he regular army was too small to be 
ofany service, and the militia preferred 
running to fighting. The British did as they 
chose on land until New Orleans was taken, 
after peace had been declared. But on the 
ocean and on the lakes our navy struck the 
British Achilles where he least dreamed of 
danger, and proved that his vulnerability 
was greatest where he was supposed to be 
the best protected. There was a righteous 
retribution in this matter which made our 
naval victories peculiarly satisfactory to us 
and especially galling to English pride. The 
more immediate cause of the war of 
1812 was the impressment of American 
seamen by British commanders. The act was 
invariably accompanied by all the swagger- 
ing insolence a big bully could command 
wheu try his methods on a weaker antag- 
onist. Congress timidly shirked the asser- 
tion ot its rights and the maintenance of its 
dignity, being under the influence of the pro- 
English party and unwilling to even seem to 
assist the French in their war against En- 
gland. The navy was small and but illy pre- 
pared to cope with the greatest maratime 
power, but its officers, smarting under re- 
peated insults, and then as now eager to 
fight in defense of the flag they served, were 


ound. And when the President was 
reed by popular sentiment to declare war

r. Theodore Roosevelt has sought to fill 
the hiatus in historical literature—to publish 
a volume which should give a satisfactorily 
full and impartial account of the war, and 
one which could be accepted as telling the 
whole story. He has carefully examined all 
the records and compared the various au- 
thorities with commendable zeal. Find- 
ing it impossible to reconcile the Ameri- 
can and English works, Mr. Roose- 
velt has consulted the original authorities. 
Aided by Lieut. Emmons’ statistics and his 
own researches, he has shown and proved 
the inaccuracy of James’ work. And, more 
than this, he has prepared just what was 
needed—a scientific authority for reference 
use. As he says in his Preface: At present 
people are beginning to realize that it is folly 
for the great English-speaking Republic to 
rely for defense upon a navy composed part- 
ly of aptiquated hulks and partly of new 
vessels rather more worthless than the old. 
It is worth while to study with some care 
that period of our history during which our 
navy stood at the highest pitch of its fame; 
and to learn anything from the past it is nec- 
essary to know, as near as may be, the exact 
truth!“ 

In this volume Mr. Roosevelt gives a full 
account of every action, with diagrams and 
statistical tables, and even includes the chases 
and boat skirmishes, with a clear summing 
up in which praise or biame are distributed 
impaftially, as may seem to be demanded by 
the facts. Our record is a fine one, Al- 
though our victorious sea-fights did not in- 
flict any material damage upon the colossal 
sea-might of England, they had the most im- 
portant results in the feelings they produced 
at home and abroad. For 130 years En- 
gland had had no equal on the sea, and now 
she suddenly found one in the untried navy 
of an almost unknown Power.” A single 
extract from this work gives the moral for 
our present instrucuon, and is derived di- 
rectiy from the record of Mr. Roosevelt: 

The reason of these striking and unexpected 
successes was that our navy in 18l2 wag.the ex- 
act reverse of what our navy is now jüd. I 
am not alluding to the personnel, which still re- 
mains excellent; but whereas we now havea 
large number of worthiess vessels, standing very 
low down in their respective classes, we then 
possessed afew vessels, each unsurpassed by 
any foreign ship of her class. To bring up our 
navy to the condiuon in which it stood in 18 it 
would not be necessary (although in reality both 
very wise and in the end very economical) to 
spend any more money than at present; only, 
instead of using it to patch up a bundred anti- 
quated hulks, it should de employed in building. 
half a dozen ships on the most effective model. 
If in 1812 our ships bad borne the same relation 
to the British ships that they do now, not all the 
courage and skill of our Sailors would bave won 
us a single success. As it was, we could only 
cope with the lower rates, and had no vessels to

rate, that is not superior to the corresponding 
ones.

Lives of American Worthies. 

“William Penn” scalped by Robert J. 
Burdette is the latest addition to Henry 
Holt & Co.’s series of Lives of American 
Worthies. Whatthis good old Quaker ever 
did, while in this world, for which he de- 
served such fearful punishment as this, no 
one can tell. The least that could have been 
done for him was to hold his memory sacred, 
let him keep his hat on, and rely on histo- 
rians instead of on the funny men in the lit- 
erary circus to tell of his life and deeds. 
There is no especial merit; in taking serious 
subjects and turning them to ridicule. It 
requires no marked ability. The Bible has 
always been a favorit target for brainless 
wits and vulgar humorists. What may 
sound funny in the reading at the 
time is pretty sure to be con- 
demned on second thought. if it 
depends for its mirth-creating qualities on 
parodies of earnest, serious themes. Humor 
has indeed run out of material when it can 
find no other subjects than the lives of states- 
men and heroes; and professional wits are 
on a level with the buffoons in motley garb 
when they draw for their stock in trade from 
the storehouse of current slang and of bad 
puns.

The quality of its 
fun can be judged by a few quotations. Sir 
William Penn’s advice to his son was, ac- 
cording to this chronicle: 

William, my gentile „thore is nothing like 
2 melons loaded on the cart before you 
climb in. 

In the meantime William Penn Junior was 
at home, taking more interest in the measies 
than in politics, and getting his lessons and flog- 
gings wit val regularity, iu accordance with 
the edu onal system of that day. ... He 
was a hard student, and could row a boat in 
French, German, Dutch, or Italian, and in later 
life he learned to sell giass beads iu two or three 
Indian dialects; but, as base-ball was not then 
invented. his bands were not deformed, nor was 
his nose backed like a ca but his college 
advantages were somewhat limited. 

Penn now entered upon his Quaker life with 
all earnestness and began his §fe-long wrangie 
for universal peace

Penn and Algernon Sidney drew up the Con- 
stitution. * Give a province a good strong con- 
stitution,” said Penn. Br it will never cost 
you a dollar for a liver-pad.”

Military Telecraphe in the Civil War. 
Mr. Plum’s book is comprehensive, and ad- 
mirably sums up the work of avery impor- 
tant adjunct of our armies in the field during 
the Rebellion. The work of the United 
States Military Telegraph Corps was of 
great importance to the Government, and the 
author had ample warrant for collecting all 
attainable facts and figuresin regard to its 
organization and services, and in presenting 
them to the public as a part of the history of 
the late Civil War. Maving done so he 
would have been wiser if he had permitted 
his volumes to speak for themselves—to tell 
theirown story of the assistance rendered 
by the telegraph in suppressing rebellion— 
rather than to have prefaced them with what 
might seem to be a reflection upon the 
work done by the army, and the im- 
plication that its services have been 
overraced. The Military Telegraph Corps 
was a part of the army, so was the Railway 
Construction Department and the Engineers, 
when the whole was glorified the parts 
were at liberty to appropriate their share. 
But Mr. Plum’s work is, as we have saia, a 
valuable contribution’ to Rebellion history, 
anditis only by the accumulation of com- 
pleted records of each branch of the service 
that the final exhaustive and official history 
can be prepared. We have not the space to 
follow this author through his two volumes, 
but find an interesting summary of the work 
in the appendix. During the year ending 
June 30, * 1,200,000 telegrams were sent 
over the military lines in operation that 
year. The messages varied in length 
from 10 to 1,000 words. The 
amount of money appropriated was 8427, 820. 
24. During the followi year ending June 
30, 1864, Gen. Stager as Chief of the Military 
Service received 000. The number of 
miles in operation during the year was 6,661 
land and 554¢ submarine. The number 
of telegrams transmitted was _ 1,500,000. 
For the year ending June 30. 1865, the num- 
ber of miles in operation was 8.201 land and 
121% submarine, and 3,3154¢ miles were con- 
structed duri year. From the com- 
menceiment of Rebellion up to June 30, 
** 8 were constructed and operated 
15,000 miles of telegraph. From May 1, 1861 
to June 30, 1865, $2,655,500 was received and 
disbursed by the Telegraph Corps. The 
books have fine steel engravings of Gen. 
Stager and of Capt. Eckert, both well known 
in telegraph circles. The volumes are well 
gotten up, clearly printed, and will be appre-

A SWIM FOR LIFE. 


The Fearful Adventure of a Frontiers- 
man in the Rapids of the Colorado 


River. 

Piache Record. 

A correspondent, writing from El Dorado 
Cafion, Nev., under the date of June 18, says: 
Another of our old-timers has been swallowed 
up by the treacherous Colorado. Barney Coie- 
man and Benjamin Gooch, accompanied by two 
Indians, started up the river last Friday morn- 
ing in askiff for the purpose of catching drift- 
wood. After reachimg a point between twelve 
and fifteer miles up the river the boat, becom- 
ing unmanageabie, was drawn into an eddy and 
disappeared in aninstant. The skiff at the time 
was near a steep cliff ot rocks, whose walls were 
200 fect in hight, and the [ndians, observing that 
the eddy was about swallowing thé boat and 
crew, jumped out and clung to the rocks and 
Gvoch endeavored to do the same thing after 
them. He secured a slight hold to the perpen- 
dicular side of the cliff, clung to it only for a 
moment, then fell into the water and was seen 
no more. Coleman sprang from the stera of the 
skiff out into the river and got beyond the eddy, 
where be watcned for the appearance of the 
boat. He had not long to wait, but it seemed to 
him ages, when be caught sight of it, bottom 
upwards, a few yards down the river, when he 
swam afterit, overtaking and clinging to it, 

“In this condition, for three miles, he went 
shooting past rocks, plowimg throuwh breakers, 
and whirling about through eddies, when be 
came face to face with one of those roaring rap- 
idsand treacherous eddies so numerous and 80 
dreadful in the Colorado. There was no time to 
lose. Another chance between life and death, 
und that. chance perhaps was the only one in a 
thousand. Ine resoludon was formed obe mo- 
ment and executed the next. The skiff was in 
the midst of the rapids, standing on end; an- 
other breaker and over it went. This was an in- 
describabie moment to Coleman, whose sole re- 
liance had deserted him, as he felt a4 prisoner in 
the hands of death, and though be had searceiy 
known his strength before here was a desperate 
opportunity for its test, and he says that he feit 
that he was a mere Straw at tne mercy of a wave 
one second and an eddy the next. 

“Here was waged a fierce and protracted 
strugyie for life between a powertul man and 
skillful swimmer, weighing 225 pounds, and first 
a whir! and then u rapid. whose force and 
size and danger eau never be realized except by 
the man whose life was trembling in the balance: 
but courage and human strength at last pre- 
vailed, and the brave man swam on over rapids 
and through whirlpools for the distance of three 
of as perilous miles as was probably ever won by 
mah. Who can imagine his feeliags as he 
reached in safety and crawled upon the river 
bank, where he lay for some time completely 
exhausted? As soon as he had regained suffi- 
cient strength Coleman set out for the canon, 

and, shoeless and naked, after a tramp of six 
miles over the barren, rocky mountains and 
through deep cations of burning sands in the 
heat ofa broiling sun, be arrived, bis feet 
come ing and fearfuily lacerated by the sharp 
rocks.“

Wedding Customs. 

Philadelphia letter: I entirely set my 
face against the extravagant expenditure 
now 80 fashionable at weddings,” said a 
prominent clérgyman yesterday, who was 
discussing a recent sacrifice at the hymeneal 
altar with a reporter. “I certainly think 
that every solemnity is due to so sacred a 
rite as marriage, and that the occasion should 
be one of seemly rejoicing amidst the fami- 
lies who thus ‘become united. It is the lav- 
ish display of attire on the part of the bride 
and guests, the large sums wasted on floral 
decorations and coilations, the European 
honeymoon tours which are undertaken by 
couples whose mgrital means must necessi- 
tate the closest economy—these are the mat- 
ters which 1 consider so reprehensible. 
In all such things the fashion has been 
set by people in Society, whose wealth pre- 
cluded pecuniaty considerations; but the 
slavish imitation which has ensued frequent- 
ly entails sevére privations to parents, and 
often a load Of debt on the shoulders of the 
newly-wedded pafr.” 

While man¥se¥sible people will approve of 


the above rejiariis made by the réverend 


gentleman, there is some excuse for the prac- 
tice when itis remembered that pomp, dis- 
play, expenditure, and public rejoicing have 
been customary all ages and in every 
clime. Marrifige, whether among the early 
Egyptians of ancient Romans or our own 
European forefaghers, and even among the 
aboriginal inhäbftants of the countries now 
impreguated with civilization, have always 
been occasions gf much festivity, and some 
of the quaint prageedings observed. by differ- 
ent * various peri ot their 
history are of a very interesting description. 
Among the basbaric nations women were 
always regar as the spoils of war, and the 
general mode marriage was to capture a 
wile; the rap@ of the Sabines may be given 
as an illustratiowot this. Strange to say, an 
Imitation of savage usage still exists in 
avery modified form in pordions of Wales. 
itis customary iwith the peasantry for a 
bridegroom to-assemble his friends and make 
asham attack on another party of young 
men Wo surrdund the bride and pretend to 
be carrying ber to the mountains. After 
much show oferesistance the defenders of 
the lady give up the struggle and she is taken 
away in triumph by her lover. While on the 
subject of Welsh marriages it should be 
mided that the &pproaching event is always 
advertised in the local papers, and strangers 
alike are invited to be present and contribute 
their quota toward tle new household. 
Early English gnarriages were occasions of 
general rejoic Some of the custonis then 
observed were of a nature which would 
greatly shock the refinement of the present 
day, but relics 6f such proceedings are still 
to be found in modern weddings. Satin 
favors worn guests, for instance, repre- 
sent the small pieces of the bride’s garters 
which were distributed among the grooms- 
men and pinneq on the right breast. Brides- 
maids are the descendants of the Saxon 
maidens, whose duties were to disrobe the 
bride. The threwing of old shoes was an in- 
timation to the bride that henceforth she had 
no further claim on the home she had left. 
Flowers and * showered on the pair are 
reminiscences of an unpleasant habit which 
was prevalent ‘in Eastern countries. The 
ae room was pelted with stones by the 
giri friends of the bride as.a remonstrance 
against her leaving their ranks, and some- 
times husband and wife were severely hurt. 
The ring necessary in Christian marriages 
is the most ancient of all observances, and 
one that is clearly traced to heathen sources, 
Romans, Greeks, Egyptians, and many other 
ancient nations used wedding rings. They 
were inade of iron, gold, brass, and copper, 
and generally had some inscription inscribed 
upon them, such as May you live long,” “I 
bring good fortune to the wearer.“ Other 
rings which have been discovered in ancient 
sépuichres have keys engraved upon thei, 
evidently as an indication of the wife’s do- 
mestic authority. Among the Jews the mar- 
riage rings were generally jeweied. ‘The 
wedding ring of Joseph and Mary, which 
was sold by a Jerusalem jeweler to the Mar- 
quis of Etruria in 996, was composed of onyx 
or amethyst, a matter which can now be no 
longer satisfactorily settled, as some fifty 
Catholic churchés possess a ring which is 
vouched to be the only and original ring 
worn by the Divine Mother. The Christian 
Church made the placing of the ring on the 
woman's hand an imperative portion of the 
nuptial union, but, strange to say, while 
adopting the pagan custom, it did not define 
the material of which the ring should be 
made, so that some ludicrous substitutes have 
done service in instances where the nervous 
bridegroom has forgotten to bring the nec- 
essary circlet in his waistcoat pocket. ‘The 
chureh key and curtain rings have more than 
once been brought into requisition, and a few 
years ago a wedding was solemnized in Bos- 
ton at which the ring was a cirele of kid cut 
trom the bridégroom’s glove. It is an error 
to suppose that a ring containing precious 
stones cannot be used; they were very fash- 
ionable in the Middle Ages and even later. 
Mary, Queen of Scots, had three wedding 
rings, two in gold and the centre one an en- 
tire elrele of diamonds. Rings used tw be 
placed on the bride’s right hand, asis still 
the custom in Germany. In England, a 
century ago, marriage rings, although 
put on the second linger of the left 
hand at the church ceremony, were after- 
wards worn on the thumb. The Society 
of Friends are among the few Christian 
sects who dispense With this symbol of mari- 
tal union, its heatnenish origin being the al- 
leged reason. Many Quaker ladies wear them, 
nevertheless. Ihe old Puritans had the same 
prejudices as the Friends, and in Hudi- 
bras a passage refers to it as follows: 
Others were for abolishing 
That tool of mutrimuny, a or 
With which the unsanctify’d bridegroom 
Js marry’d only to a thumb; , 
As wise as ringing of a pig 
hat used to break up ground and dig.) 
The bride to nothing but ber will 
That nulls the after-marriage still, 
Butler’s verse gives the impression that 
wedding-rings were worn on the thumb at a 
much earlier period than the reign of the 
Georges. 
With our grandparents it used to be cus- 
tomary whenever a man married an heiress 
to advertise that fact in the public papers, 
For instance: John Brown to Miss Mar 
Jones and 220,000.“ Marriage in a sSmoc 
Was an old usage, which was observed b 
widows who had incurred debt and wished 
to remarry without incumber their new 
husbands with their pecaniary burdens, It

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the gallows is another old law, now obsolete, 
10 which a murderer esc the death pen- 
alty ik a wore exp er will to 
marry him. In New York in 1784 this actu- 
ally occurred, but the wan was subsequently 
hanged for murdering the woman whose de- 
votion, saved his life on the previous 
occasion. Marriage by lot is still the rule 
among the Moravians, but persons who are 
chosen can refuse each other if they think 
fit. The only exception to the latter rule is 
with missionaries, Who occasionally send for 
wives from their distant stations. Some 
years ago a missionary in India wrote to the 
Bethlehem community in this State, and 
having announced the demise of his spouse 
requested that a second wife should be 
chosen and sent out to him, and added that 
he desired a stout, short helpmate, as his 
first wife was of that shape and stature and 
had left an excellent wardrobe behind her. 
He received the desired person. 

Some strange laws for regulating and pro- 
moting marriages existed in the primitive 
colonies of this country. In 1695 the local 
authorities of Wrentham, Mass., voted that 
every unmarried man in the township should 
kill six blackbirds or three crows yearly while 
single, and that as a penalty for not obeying 
the orber he should not get married until he 
had destroyed the requisit number in arrear. 

A former tax in Maryland was five shil- 
lings yearly to every bachelor possessed of 
£100 and 20 shillings on all bachelors and 
widowers who own It does not appear 
that spinsters or widows were ever taxed, 
probably from the reason that no woman re- 
fuses a chance if she can help it. 

So much interesting matter could be writ- 
ten about the many forms and customs which 
have been observed at some time or place in 
the celebration of the most important hap- 
pening in the lives of every man and woman 
—marriage—that only a mere outline can be 
given in this article, but a few of the observ- 
anees among the aboriginal inhabitants of 
North and South America are worth the tell- 
. In the majority of the North American 
tribes of the rddskins no man could marry in 
his own tribe under penalty of death. In 
Aztec Mexico a young man consulted the or- 
acles before tak a wife, and after the cere- 
mong always carried his wife home on his 
back. ‘The pagans of Peru had several wives, 
but the first one was supreme over the 
remainder. When a new wife was de- 
sired the would-be husband went to the 
fatber’s house and placed a peculiar sort of 
shoe on the foot of the lady with whom hé 
was enamored. If she was a virgin the shoe 
was of wool: if a widow of rush. In the 
Caribbean Island it was customary for a 
newly-married pair to retire to the woods 
for a honeymoon and pass their time in 
hunting. In Cuba husband and wife had 
equal rights of divorce. Among the Otto- 
maques an old man was always united to a 
young woman anda young man to an old 
woman, the reason of such union being that 
it was supposed the discretion of age 
would curb the impetuosity of youth. With 
some South American Indians a virgin was 
never chosen for a wife. A chaste woman 
was avoided as one who did not possess the 
art of pleasing men. After marriage the 
strictest virtue was expected in ‘wives. 
Squaws of all Indian natives whose hus- 
bands have beenkilled in war were permitted 
to choose a successor among the captives re- 
served for torture.

‘WaAsmxoroy, D. C., July 21.—Judge Wylie 
disappointed the defendants in the star-route 
eases today by admitting the testimony of 
Walsh, and Walsh possibly disappointed the 
prosecution by the somewhat tortuous and 
inconsistent character of hisevidence.

THE SHARPEST POINT IN THE DECISION 
against any of the defendants was this:

striction that, if the facts set out in that offer

A Generally Stronger Feeling and 
Prices a Shade Better.

An Export Demand for Corn and a 
Shipping Inquiry for Wheat. 


The June Wheat Deal Fixed at $1.33, 
te the Sorrow of the Beffrs. 


There was a fair volume of trading on Change 
yesterday, and the markets were generally 
stronger. Provisions were unsettied a littie 
early in the day by the reported suspension of 
Wilcox & Co., of New York, in the lard trade, 
but the market soon reacted. There was really 
a good deal ot lard on sale here on account of 
New York parties, and some of the orders 
had come on Thursday evening, after the 
close of our trading, sent by parties who had 
evidentiy got hold of the news in advance, and 
expected to be able to sell before the news was 
in possession of the geueral public. This was 
about all the selling that was done, and it searce- 
ly depressed the market 10 centsahundred. Pork 
fell off a little more in proportion than lard, but, 
as noted above, the flurry was soon over, 
and all provisions closed considerably higher 
than the previous evening. It is probable that 


the market for hog products was sustained by 
the rent strength noted in corn, these two mar- 
kets being very closely aseociated in the mind 
of the average trader, because dear corn makes 
dear bogs, and cheap pork can hardly be made 
while thé prices for bogs are high. 

The corn market etarted in rather heavy, but 
soon developed strength. The eurly tendency 
was not exactiy weak, but strength was lack- 


ing because Live was supposed to be 
eusy, while the receipts of car- lots

here were expected to be large. 
was posted the receipts were found to be only 
about as large us on ‘Thursday, and the visible 


to pave been reduced to about 6,000,000 at the 
close of last week—the smallest quantity ever 
known since trading in corn became general in 
many of our large cities.

for corn which was soon noticed, resulting in 
the paying of a premium of a quarter per centa 
bushel for spot over seller the month. though 
the latter was in turu at a premium ot one ceut 
over August, and August and September were 
strooger in sympathy, closing fully a cent higher 
than the previous day. The trading in corn fut- 
ures was said by those who were watvuhing the deal 
to be rather slow, outside buyers not caring to 
pay the advanced prices for large quantities, 
and the trading in long futures was chielly of 
the scalping order. There was, however, a good 
deal done in the filling of shorts for July, the 
quantity out seeming to be considerably larger 
—— had previously been supposed to be the 


The wheat market looked rather tame at the 
opening, with cn of ld per cental in Liv- 
erpool, and a sliigbtiy lower quotation from St.

The tirm was the leader in the lard busi- 
ness with Europe, Wiicox’s lard being univer- 
sally quoted in the Eufopean markets. Some 
houses in this city had been trying 
for a good while past to dispute the 
Priorty with them there, but had only partially 
succeeded.

Gartbal db Courtship. 


The Persoual History of Garibaldi,” by Mrs. 
Bianciardi, is a feature of the Midsummer Holi- 
day number of the Century. His romantic 
courtsbip is described as follows: 

* Disappointed in his hopes of accomplishing 
great things for liberty in South America, sad- 
dened by the death and imprisonwent of his 
companions, and weury with his personal suffer- 
mgs. Garibaldi was standing ove day on the 
deck of his ship, when, amoog the women who 
came to the shore for water, one suddenly at- 
tracted his notice. I gave orders,’ says fe, to 
be put on shore, and approached the house 
pointed out to me as her dweiling, with a beat- 
ing heart, but with that determined will which 
never fails to command success. A man [her 
husband] invited me to enter. I should have 


done so without bis invitation. I had seen 
him previously. And to the young 
woman said: “Thou must be mine 


by a bond which only death can dissolve.” 
I had found a treasure, forbidden, indeed, but 
of what value! if there was blame it was 
wholly mine. And blame there was! 
were indissolubly bound together, 
heart of an innocent man was broken! 
is dead. He isavenged—avenged indeed! Aad 
I acknowledged my sin on that day when, striv- 
ing still to detaiu her with me, I felt ner failing 
pulse and sought tu eatch her feeble breathing;

The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday. Grain was steadier withal, 
while provisions were irreguiar. The latter 
were unsettied by the news of suspension of a 
prominent house in the lard trade in New York 
City, but the depression was only slight, and 
did not last long. The decline was 
chiefly because of. seliing orders from New 
York, the local feeling being strong in sympathy 
with corn here and lard in Liverpool. Wheat 
was firmer ail around us, there being less on 
saie, and more disposition to cover shorts, while 
the export demand here continued good. The 
market was perhaps influenced some by the 
decision that spring wheat at the close of June 
was worth $1.33, which caused an appreciation 
in the price of spring for July. Corn was very 
strong, owing to a brisk demand for 
shipment. while the visible supply at 
the close of last weex was reported to have been 
reduced to about 6,000,000 bu. The receipts were 
moderate in volume. Oats were again stronger 
for this month and all futures, in sympathy with 
others. Barley was firmerand rye dull. Mess 
pork closed 280900 higher, at $21.17% bid seller 
August and $21.35@21.37% for September. Lard 
closed 5 g higher, at $12.42% bid for August 
and $12.57%@12.0 seller September. Short ribs 
closed 10c higher, at $12.474@12.50 seller Sep- 
tember.

Prices averaged 
steady, the only change noted being an e ad- 
vance in sugars. Coffees, rice, sirups, and teas 
were held at fully late prices. The but- 
ter market was quoted about as be- 
fore. Good to fine grades were in stead- 
ily good request, and the daily receipts 
were taken at full prices. Low grades remain 
under negiect. There wasa firmer feeling in 
the cheese market, though aside from full 
creams, Which are beid le higher than at the be- 
ginning of the week, there was no considerable 
advance. Stocks of part and full skim goods 
are larger, and the outlook is not very encour- 
aging. Dealers in dried fruits reported a quiet 
and steady market for most lines. Raisins and 
apples are firmer. No changes occurred in the 
fish market. Ous were stendy. Bagging re- 
mains firm. Green fruits were in fair supply 
and steady, with the exception of raspberries, 
which sold at $2.00@2.25 per case for red and 
black. Eggs were steady at lic per doz. There 
is a fair inquiry for light green hides, and the 
recent slight advance is wel: sustained. Other 
descriptions of hides are moving siowly. Grease 
and talloware steady at the quotations given 
elsewhere, the stocks of both being liberal. Po- 
tatoes were without change in price, 
though the market was far from firm. 
Wool is fairly active and unchanged, 
In seeds little was done, timothy selling at 82. 12 
for August and $2.00 for September, with spot 
quotable at $2.20@2.25.

Books in America are cheap; no absolute rule 
of comparison can be laid down, but, speaking 
broadly, they may be said to be sola fora tiith 
of their English price. and in some cases much 
less. It is idie tothink the American people will 
ever furego this advantage in deference to argu- 
ments about international copyright.and the 
strong language which some English writers 
have used on the subject is beside we mark. 
Literary property, like every other property, is 
the creation of law, and there is noreai point, 
though there may be a good deal of violence, in 
calling an American publisber a tnief and 
robber for taking what is not recognized as 
property in the country in which he lives. There 
are good reasons for a better international 
understand on this question—in other words, 
for a treaty—but the reasons are of a practical 
eharacter, and it is unprontable tu talk of 
“rights” which, ou one Side at least, are not 


revog nized. | 
Why are books costly in this country? The 
American people have cheap books, and we 
know the reason.

But 
there is no obvious reason why Engiisn books— 
new books or books cumparatively new—should 
be dear. The cheapness of books in America is 
due to a special cause, but French books are not 
dear, while the rights of French authors are re- 
spected quite as much as in this country. In 

rance the book of the * may be had for 
three or four francs, and in England we want 
books Of the day at the same price. It is an o 
vious remark that publishers know their own 


business, and that ii cheap books would pay as 
well as dear ones they Would be forthcom- 
ing. It may de aduritted that all books 


cannot be sold cheud— that there are works 
for which the demand would in any 
circumstances be small, and which must 
therefore be sold at com tg iy 4 high prices. 
But publishers appear to be finding out that 
cheap books do pay. During the last twelve 
months a considerable number of cheap modern 
books bave been placed in the market, and the 
gale of them has been enormous. We refer to 
the sixpenny reprints, of which Mrs. Brassey's 
Voyage of the Sunbeam may be taken to be 
the besi-known representative. These reprints 
are produced in the same style as the similar re- 
prints in America, and there is no apparent rea- 
gon why the system should pot und here a much 
larger developmeat. The bookselling trade is, 
we believe, divided in opinion as to the tendenc 
of these reprints, some belleving them to spoil 
the sale of the more expensive editions, 
and others believing them tu yield, on the whole, 
better profits. This is nut a Question with which 
the public need concern themselves. Wust is 
wanted is cheap and good books, and abundant 
room for chvice. lu no Qther way will the sale 
of literary garbage be diminished. The quantity 
of detestable matter —periodical or otherwise— 
in the literary market is simply appalling, and 
it requires to be met and fought on its own 
ground. 


Fishermen’s Superstitions, 

A book about the Gioucester fishermen says 
that tishermen are famous for tneir supersti- 
tions. One of their newest Ones works most ben- 
eticiaily to svience. Many of the most import- 
ant contributions to the fish department of the 
National Museum at Washington come from the 
Gloucester fishermen, whe have developed a 
wreat interest in the work, and save for the mu- 
seum the rure specimens frequentiy taken dur- 
jug their voyages. They carry special tanks for 
preserying these coliections, and believe that 
these tanks are the means of bringing good luck 
toacraft. The old belief ip lucky and unlucky 
palling days is said to be out among the 
Gloucester fishermen, a fact said to be due, ina 
degree ut least,to the sharp competiuon that 
bas sprung up. It is not au unusual sight, when 
a fine Friday comes after a spell of bad 
weather, to see a large fleet spread sail 
and depart ior the fishing grounds. A 
belief in Jonahs prevails among fishermen, 
A Jonah may be something animate or inani- 
mate. or even the result of the actions Or acci- 
dents of persons: in fact, almost we that 
is supposed to bring ili-luck is called a Jonah. 
A vessel regarded as unfortunate is thus said to 
be a Jonah; it is ofteu difficult to obtain a crew 
of good men for ber if men are scarce, although 
she may be well adapted forthe business. Equal 
troubie is also sumetimes experienced by ex- 
pert fishermen in securmg a berthaboard a 
vessel, because they have reputation of be- 
ing Jonahs. It vccasionally bappens that some 
vessels meet with il-fortungfor years in sue- 
cession, and under such Circumstances, that 
evidence of their being Jonahs is as strong as 
proofs of holy writ. A singular circumstance of 
this kind is recalled. Several years ago a new 
vessel was brought to Glouesster from the port 
where she was built. She was of the largest class 
em ployed in the fisheries—a beanty in model and 
rig—and the skipper, who was a young man and 
part owner, felt a commendable pride in his fine 
schooner. One aay, howevet, an acquaintance 
of the Captain said to him while the vessel wus 
being fitted for ber first trip: I'm sorry you 
have had that vessel built.” When asked for his 
reasons he continued: 1 have known the man 
who built her to launch» more than twenty 
schooners during the past few years, and none 
of them ever made a dollar for their owners, 
while few of them bave lived more than two or 
three years, being either wrecked on the sbore 
or foundered at sea.” age: ae say, the first 
Captain who saiied in this ner had no luck 
for nineteen months, although he had previously 
been furtunate and felt a pride in his business. 
Finally, becoming disgusted and somewhat dis- 
heartened, he sold out big share in the vessel 

and left her, almost convinced that what had 
been told him by his friend Was not far from 
the truth. The schooner (not yet two years old) 
was lost at sea on ber next voyage. Cap- 
tain and two of the crew were drowned, and the 
survivors, after euduring much suffering while 
lashed to the wreck, were finally taken of and 
returned home. Tis schooner was continually 
meeting with ill-fortune from the day she first 
sailed out of Gloucester harbor tothe time of 
her wreck. The beliet in Jonabs fortunately 
often meets with rebuff so severe as to hinder it 
from becoming anything like a general oae. 
One skipper once inquired of another, nodding 
his head in the direction of aman who was at 
work on the vessel: Art you going to carry 
that man?’ RKeceiving au affirmative repry, be 
continued: Lou won't get any fisb, then. 

The reply was: Jo- 
nah or né Jonah, he goes this trip anyway.”

The free canal agitation in New York State is 
creattig quite an interest at Montreal, and 
throughout Canada generally. It is conceded 
that if tolls are sbolished on the Erie Canal the 
St. Lawrence route will be placed at a great dis- 
advantage in competing for the grain trade of 
the West. Although the tolis on the Welland 
and St. Lawrence Canale were reduced about 65 
per cent last year, there was still a falling off in 
traffic as compared with previous seasons. In- 
creased railway facilities and low rates of 
carriage are supposed to have caused in 
some degree the falling off, but the 
Canadians consider that, the Nc. Lawre nce being 
the natural outlet from the Wpst to the Atlantic, 
the bulk of Western grain for export should 
come via Montreal. The Herhld of that city says 
that if. the free canal amendment is adopted by 
the people of New York at the autumn election 
the Canadian Government will have no alterna- 


tive but to abolish all tolls On the Welland and 


St. Lawrence Canalis. It is also stated that even 
with free canals Montreal and the St. 
Lawrence route would still be handicapped 
unless the present harassing and cumbrous grain 
bonding system is abolished and American grain 


allowed to ss unrestricted through Canadian 
territory. newly-mooted project to con- 
nect Lake Superior by a canal with the lakes 


and rivers fowing into Hudson Bay has added 
to the importance of the free-canai discussion, 
and anxiety is feit lest the grain trade ot the 
Canadian Northwest should be diverted through 
American channels. The ambition of Montrealers 
is to have the eatire in export of the Ameri 
can and Canadian Northwest brought to that 
port for ocean shipment. The summer termi- 
nus of the Canadian Pacific Railway having 
been established there, the Cathadian Govern- 
ment will be urged to leave nothing undone to 
secure to the St. Lawrence water-route a per- 
maneat monopoly of the Western forwarding 
trade. Hence the proposed construction of the 
Hennepia Canal is looked upen with favor at 
Montreal, and is fact throughout the Dominion. 


Impositions on Vesselmen Who Take 
Cargoes to Toronto. 

The Toronto Mail bas the manliness to de- 
nounce the impositions practiced on vesselmen 
who take cargoes to Toronto. The Mail says: 
“Much as it is to be regretted, Toronto has 
gained a very unenviable notoricty amongst 
vesselmen engaged in the coal trade, and now 
that the enlarged canal brings in a larger class 
of carriers itis only fair to suppose that our 
‘short’ comings will be known over the entire 
chain of lakes. Time and again complaints have 
been received from Captains who were unfortu- 
nately consigned to this port, but of late they 
au ve grown so numerous that it is evident there 
is a screw loose somewhere. If a shortage in 
coal were a usual thing in other ports, if it were 
the exception bere instead of tne rule, or if it 
were in quantities that might be accounted for 
in loss by dust, etc., it would not make so much 
difference, but where it averages about 10 per 
cent of the cargo n is time for an 
investigation. <A little American enterprise 
bas been introduced here, and as the 
Captains appear to be of a cinss that will not 
submit tamely to an imposition, there is just a 
chance that matter will be ventilated. The 
two latest complaints are from thé Grantham 
and D. G. Fort. The former ran twenty-eight 
tons short and was told it should have been 
sixty, and the latter was Ofty-nine tons short in 
a cargo of 711. The Captain was told that had 
he not gone to the trouble of baving au expert 
examine the scaics, and a checker to watch the 
weighing out, be might have come off better, 
but in what way he was not told. The Captain 
of one vessel now in port has sougut lexul ad- 
vice before untoadmg. and possibly there may 
be interesting developments; but in the mean- 
time those who have been caught once will en- 
deu vor to give this port a wide berth in fut- 
ure. It must be said that there are some honor- 
able exceptions, and in order to do justice to all, 
the Mad wiil publish a list of the vessels arriv- 
ing, to whom consigned, the amount of cargo as 
shown by the bill of lading, and the amount of 
shortage.
